Nrew Yok, Aug. 16 —The rise in silver,
which wonld seem to indicate that the late
decline really had its origin in speculative
operations, and the action of the Treasury
in paying gold for silver notes, went a long
way toward encouraging buyring of seeuri-
ties in the stock market to-day, but there
was no new business in sight and the de-
mand from the shorts was sufficient to ad-
vance prices slong the live, the offerings
being unasually light in view of the facts
mentioned.

One of the features of the day was the
crossing of par by Western Union, which
was predicted some time ago, but the deal-
ings presented few points of interest and
the movements among railroad shares were
confined to the narrowest limits, except in
the grangers, in which the covering of
shorts, as ususl, was most conspienous
The industrials continued to sbsorb the
greater part of the strength of the market
and the Cordage stocks and Geperal Elee-
trie were both conspienous for the advances
made, while Southern Cotton Oil lost & por-
tion of its late improvement,

Among the specialties, Manhattan spurted
rapidiy on an increased business, and To-
ledn, Ann Arbor and North Michican,
among the low-priced shares, made s sub-
stantial in.
